City Council 
Votes Down 
Donations 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night of this week 
The meeting had been postponed 
from last week due to the high 
water threat. All councilmen 
were present except Charles 
Ellis, who was out of town. 

A committee consisting of 
Ben Carpenter, Chief of Po- 
lice Johnston and City Clerk 

Jack Prescott was appointed 
to check the cost of additional 
parking meters to be used in 
places now vacant. 

Real Estate agent Joe Clark 
asked to buy two acres of land 
from the airport property for 
Hickman Moving and Storage. 
The City is checking with the 
airport engineer to see if it 
can be done. 

Bids were opened on a rid- 
ing lawnmower and two walk- 
ing mowers. Sears was low bid- 
der on those with $979 for the 
riding mower and $223 each on 
the other mowers. 

Bids were also opened on 
camera equipment for the po- 
lice department. Low bidder 
was Camera Service Center; 
however, they had changed the 
specs some and Westgate Cam- 
era Center, Enterprise had bid 
exact specs and their bid of 
$380.60 was accepted. This 
is being purchased witha LEPA 
grant of 95/5 matching money. 

The council approved a re- 
quest for $210 to match state 
and federal money to place 
lighted warning signs at the 
three city railroad crossings. 
Also, they are checking the 
cost of placing twelve trash 
cans around the city, as re- 
quested by the Elba Garden 
Club. 

The Council turned down re- 
quests for donations tothe Elba 
band and to the paving project 
at Westside Baptist Church. 
Rather than give a flat NO, 
the council told the band, “You 
are doing a good job, we enjoy 
your performances and please 
call on us again, when we are 
in better financial shape our- 
selves.” 

All councilmen will be at- 
tending the State League of 
Municipalities Convention in 
Huntsville, along with their 
wives. The city will pay each 
councilman 12¢ a mile round 
trip, a set figure per day ex- 
penses and will pay the reg- 
istration fee for each coun- 
cilman.

FLOOD INSURANCE 
COST EXPLAINED 


There has been a lot of talk 
around Elba during the past 
week concerning flood insur- 
ance. The many wild rumors 
are flowing almost as fast as 
the water was Thursday morn- 
ing. However, a few minutes 
with an insurance agent will 
clear up these false stories. 

First, any home in Elba is 
qualified for flood insurance. 
due to the farsightedness of 
former City officials. 

Second, the most this in- 
surance can cost is $2.50 per 
thousand on the home and $3.50 
on the contents. Inside the le- 
vee this rate is lower, out- 
side the levee, where flood 
danger is greatest, the gov- 
ernment subsidizes the cost 
by paying all over the before- 
mentioned maximum. 

In spite of this relatively 
low cost insurance being av- 
ailable in Elba, only eighteen 
policies were in effect at the 
time of last week’s high water, 
according to the home office 
of Hartford Insurance. Hart- 
ford is the clearing house for 
all government subsidized fl- 
ood insurance. Of these eight- 
een, apparently only one act- 
ually had flood damage. 

For a Riverview home- 
owner to carry flood insur- 
ance of $10,000 on his house 
and $5,000 on the contents the 
cost would be $42.50 ($25 for 
house and $17.50 for contents). 
Inside the levee this ratedrops 
and could be as little as_ the 
$25.00 minimum policy. 


Flood Damage 
Report Indicates 


Heavy Losses 


Flood , damage from last 
week’s high water will exceed 
$365,000 according to latest 
estimates. Damages to flooded 
homes are estimated at 
$275,000 while the City of Elba 
suffered about $90,000 in extra 
labor, lost tools and damage to 
parks, sewer and builaings. Add 
to this any damage to county 
and state roads and to home- 
owners outside Elba, and it is 
highly possible that damage will 
total half a million dollars 

Congressman Bill 
Dickinson and Governor George 
Wallace viewed the damage last 
Friday, and both express a wil- 
lingness todo what is necessary 
to help those suffering from the 
blood 

Mayor Sam Sawyer explain- 
ed Tuesday that there is no 
minimum dollar figure for de- 
claring the area a disaster 
a4iea, thus qualifying victims 
for federal grants. This deci- 
sion is made following a set of 
guidelines in Washington, after 
local and state officials have 
filed all related damages.

WILL YOUR CHILD BECOME AN ADDICT? 


Almost every adult American has been lulled into a false 
security about drug abuse. People have heard and read so much 
about it that the subject has become old news, unless someone 
in the immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our 
country is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of 
drug abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early '70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might be 


done about it.

IDENTIFYING THE DRUG USER 


How does one recognize, especially in his own youngster, the 
signs that he is experimenting with drugs? (1) Abrupt changes 
in attendance habits at school or outside of school activities. 
(2) Marked changes in usual work capacities and efficiency. 
(3) Lack of interest in personal appearance, cleanliness and 
usual hygiene (4) Always wearing long sleeved shirts or blouses 
to cover the arms, (and needle marks). (5) Wearing of sun- 
glasses after dark, which hides dilated or constricted pupils. 
(6) Association with new friends who are known for being wild, 
uncontrollable, shiftless, and with no outward aims in life. 


(7) Taking things which do not belong to him that can 


be turned into cash 


Additional signs of possible drug misues are : 


readily 


strange, wild 


appearance of the eyes, frequent scratching of himself, no 
appetite for normal meals - likes to eat candy, cookies and 
other sweets, sniffles with red watering eyesanda cough - these 
disappear abruptly after again using drugs, drowsiness often 


alternating between dozing and waking 


If on drugs, and the 


drug is suddenly unavailable, user may become nauseated, 
followed by vomiting, frequent yawning, flushed appearance and 


twitching 


Parents observing indications that a child is on drugs might 
just as well face up to the fact that there is going to be turmoil 
in the home. Once the subject comes out into the open, if indeed 
he is on drugs, the youngster will put up a fight to keep from 


going for professional help 


Many will react to discovery by 


going “underground” with their habit, swearing to parents 
that they have quit, while using drugs on the outside. In latter 


Situation symptoms will remain 


The parents of a suspected 


or confirmed drug abuser must takea stand, regardless of family 
upheaval, and insist on definite action being taken to rid drug 
involvement, and particularly, he will try to make you feel that 
you are old fashioned or ignorant because you do not go along with 


the “modern” use of drugs. 


Hold fast to what you know is 


right, and force. the issue at all costs. Your child’s health and 
entire future may depend on the action you take.

The Elba Tiger basketball team won two out of three games 
last week, to finish the regular season with a 12-14 record. 

The Tigers dropped a 58-54 decision to Opp, but bounced 
back to win their final two contests, 54-47 over Luverne, and 
67-58 over Kinston. 

In their loss to Opp, the Tigers had to battle a fired-up 
band of Bobcats, and the two men in the striped shirts. I 
don’t know what it is, but whenever an Elba team crosses the 
Covington County line to challenge a local school, in any sport, 
you can bet money that the referees will act as the home 
team’s “guardian angels.”

In the early Spring of 1973, 
the State Department of Edu- 
cation presented to the Coffee 
County School Board the re- 
sults of a survey they had 
conducted in the county school 
system. Among other con- 
clusions reached in this sur- 
vey, it was recommended that 
the junior high pupils at New 
Hope be transferred to Zion 
Chapel High School. 


At the same time, it was 
recommended that Goodman 
and Mt. Pleasant Jr. High 
Schools be transferred toNew 
Brockton High School. The 
Survey indicated that these 
transfers would provide ‘‘op- 
portunity for a more enriched 
program in science, vocation- 
al courses, music, art and 
other offerings that cannot be 
offered (justified) in a small 
junior high school.”’ 


Mr. Jimmy Baker, county 
Superintendent, approved this 
plan, and in early November 
of last year, he recommended 
it be investigated and consid- 
ered further, by Board mem- 
bers and school trustees 


“T feel this consolidation 
would better utilize teachers 
and equalize their responsi- 
bilities in the county system,”’ 
Says Mr. Baker. ‘‘Withsmal- 
ler classes merging with larg - 
er classes, they could then be 
divided more equally (into 
sections); thereby more ade- 
quately meeting the needs of 
the students. There could be 
more variety in scheduling, 
offering more electives to the 
students. 


‘Also, library _ funds 
could be consolidated to pro- 
vide more adequate and up- 
dated facilities at one place 
(in this case Zion Chapel.) 
None of the libraries have 
what I would like to see for 
the students - that is,approved 
basic research facilities.’’ 


Other departments Mr. 
Baker believes would be bene- 
ficial to all students are the 
Science Lab and Home Econo- 
mics at Zion Chapel, both of 
which are missing at New 
Hope, Goodman and Mt. Plea- 
sant. 


He would also like to seea 
music program in the county - 
a band. 

‘And, with the remodeling 
going on at Zion Chapel, there 
is no question of adequate 
space."’ 

In summary, Mr. Baker 
has this to say: “‘If teacher 
inequality is not resolved by 
this method - it will have to 
be - some other way." 

Mr. Baker is leaving this 
decision up tothe school board 
(composed of Mr. W. H. Tay- 
lor, Mr. W. R. Fuller, Mr. 
Charles Mallory, Mr. Frank 
Britt and Mr.Marion Sanders). 
This board will decide whether 
or not New Hope Jr. High 
transfers to Zion Chapel High 
School tomorrow (Friday) at 
their regular meeting.

TIPS ON COOKING ROAST 

A good beef roast is al- 
ways a treat.

To retain juices, tender- 
ness and flavor of a roast, 
cook at a low to moderate 
temperature (300-325 degrees 
Fahrenheit). 

Buy a big enough roast-- 
four pounds or larger--to av- 
oid overcooking, especially if 
some rare or medium rare 
meat is desired. 

Meat with an outside layer 
of fat takes longer to cook than 
meat with little or no fat cov- 
er. 

Put meat fat side up in a 
shallow open pan. Use a rack 
in the pan to keep meat out of 
the drippings. And don't pour 
liquid over the meat during 
cooking.
